2. SUBIECT TO FINAL CONFIRMATION, IT WAS AGREED THAT U.S. 

AND JAPAN WOULD OPEN NEGOTIATION OF A NEW BILATERAL AGREE- 
MENT IN WASHINGTON OCTOBER 2-6. 

3. IT WAS AGREED AMONG US/EC/I APAN TEXTILES DELEGATIONS

6. AS DEPARTMENT WILL RECALL, USDEL MADE A NUMBER OF
